- He made his remarks In such a way as to 
arouse no particular antagonism, even going 
60 far as to suggest that It anyone else had 
1 fpftpr pinn ffxr a fnrm support prn|[riim. | , 
his department would bo glad to give It 
serious consideration. - 

But those who went to hear Secretary 
Brannan for the purpose of getting a dcllnlte 
"Idea as to what the Brahltan plan Is all about 
failed to get a comprehensive picture. 

He went to considerable length In empha- 
ilElng the need for a "strong agriculture" lo 
safeguai^ii our American economy, and In 
generality he outlined the objectives under^ 
lying the proposed Brannan plan. But there 
waa no specific analysla as to just how that 
plan might work. 

Aa he touched upon the details, it was Indi- 
cated that more responsibility would be 
placed upon a farmer's Individual Initiative;
